INHERITANCE YAX RECEIPTS. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Investiga- 


tion by the bureau of the census shows 
that, in 1902, about one-half of .the states 
of the union had inheritance tax laws, 
which yielded to them an aggregate of 
a little 
more than $7,000,000, This 


amount is believed by the census officials 
to have increased in the present year to 
fully $10,000,000 or 512,000,000. In a re- 
port, based on the forthcoming report on 
"wealth, debt and taxation," tlie census 
officiiils say tlid-t ''at least a dozen stntes 
arc materially assisting in the support 
of the state governments from the s.cr- 
icc of revenue."

Mr. Brown's life was prolonged 
for 


several hours early last evening by the 
injection of a salt solution and by. ad- 
ministering oxygen. Dr. Charles White, 
superintendent of the hospital, declared 
that the case was one, of the most re- 
markable that had ever come under his 
observation. Death was due to compli- 
cations brought on by l^idney trouble, 
and not to poison as a result of the 
wound. The shock of the bullet wound, 
however, aggravated the 
affections of 


the kidneys until these organs refused to 
perform their functions..

Senator Brown refused to talk. 


Mrs.-Bradley is on the verge of col-

For the voters 
having to vote for each candidate and 
having to pick them out, it will take 
just as;rnucn time to .vote a perfectly 
straight ticket as it will where a voter 
(foes'not vote straight. This is not mak- 
ing iti a blind for ,the voter as has been 
proposed in omitting all party designa- 
tion, only requiring him to pick out each 
"party candidate, as each will be desig- 
nated by his political party. There is a 
growing indication of doing the same 
thing in this state.

GROWTH IN EXPORT TRADE

WASHINGTON, Pec.'12.—The results 


of the first year's efforts of the govern- 
ment directly to promote American ex- 
port trade in manufactured goods arc 
portrayed in the annual report of Jla-j. 
John il. Carson, chief of the bureau of 
manufactures in the department of .com- 
merce and labor. The bureau has furn- 
ished American manufacturers and merT 
chants with names-of parties, throughout 
the world engaged in the sale of import- 
ed merchandise. The report'.says: 


"The cotton piece goods trade of China 


is large and constantly growing. The 
ox-ports of cotton-cloths from Great Brit- 
ain to China alone for 1005 were greater 
than those of the United States to all 
countries for that, period. 


"The entire value of shipments of cot- 


ton piece goods from the United States 
to South America for the last fiscal yenr 
was .$3,244,507, while tlie shipments of 
Great Britain for the six months ended 
June 30 last were valued at'nearly .?!«,- 
000,000, and for ten months ended Octo 
ber, inOfi. nearly $32,000,000. 


"The entire trade of the United States 


with South American countries for the 
fiscal year was $140,422.870 in imports, 
nnd STii.lu'J.TSJ in exports, a total of 
$215.000,000. The present commerce of 
nil South America is placed approximate- 
ly at- .$>,>0,000,000 iu imports and $750,- 
000,000 in exports. Kngland dominates 
in the commerce of South America, fol- 
lowed by Germany.

Churches Today. 


PARIS, Dec. 11.—Formal notice was 


served during the day on Cardinal Rich- 
ard, archbishop of Paris and the bishops, 
and parish priests of this department, 
that they must evacuate their residences 
tomorrow. Similar notices were served 
on the clergy in the 'other departments 
notifying them to leave their residences 
on Thursday or Friday. 


PARIS, Dec. 11—Mgr. Montagnini, sec- 


retary of the pnpal nunciature here, 
since" the recall of" te'liuncio, was ar- 
rested this afternoon upon an order ex- 
pelling Him from France, and will be 
conducted to the frontier tonight. 


The residence of Mgr. Montagnini was 


searched by the police. 


Immense 
quantities 
of 
documents 


found at the Nunciature were seized and 
taken to police headquarters. 


A courier from the papal secretary of 


state, Cardinal Del Val, bearing 
dis- 


patches from Rome, was turned back at 
•the-frontier today. 


After a meeting of the- cabinet minis- 


ters' today' it was announced that on 
"Dec:'; 16,' Premier ClemcnceaU'.-will ask 
•parliament to.'suppress the'pensions of 
the 'clergy, to'liquidate the 'public prop- 
erty of Catholics and to distribute the 
presbyteries; seminaries, etc. .' 


War'jVIinister Picquart .has ordered the 


lecruiting officers to require ecclesiasti- 
cal students to present their certificates 
tomorrow. -Those who'fail to do so by 
Dec. 20 will be ordered to join^th'e col- 
ors January 7. The order affects 5,500 
students. 


In the hope of affecting-a compromise 


several deputies headed-by'Georges Ley- 
gues, radical, Republican, ex-minister of 
the colonies have telegraphed to 
the 


mayors of the communes asking them to 
induce two Catholic laymen from 
each 


parish to make the'declaration under the 
law of 1831, which the pope has forbid- 
den the parish priests to make. • 
. Among the other measures, the cabl 
net proposes to introduce in parliament 
December 14, a bill authorizing ths gov- 
ernment- to 
expel ecclesiastics whose 


presence is considered dangerous to the 
public peace. 


CATHOLICS DEPRESSED. 


This is or, historic day for France. The 


struggle which began in 1SSO with the 
banishment of the Jesuits ended today 
with th« legal rupture of the bond which 
for practically a thousand'unintcrrupted 
years had united church and state. By 
refusing to make the required declaration 
under the public meeting law of 1SS1, 
public Catholic worship places except by 
schismatic . organization, tomorrow be 
cornea illegal.

Minister of Public Worship 
Briandt announces that the government 
"cannot be driven into the trap of clos- 
ing the 'churches," and Cardinal Richard, 
archbishop'of Paris, has strongly censur- 
ed-the'placarding of appeals to the cler- 
icals to make violent resistance to the 
officers o[ the law. "^o. violence," he 
says, "but passive resistance to the un- 
just law, after exhausting all protests 
at every step."

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE 


CITY HAVE EIEST CALL 


Some of tie Proposed Alterations in 


Present Confines-In Five. Years 


Matter Will be Important

While the extension of the limits of 


the city to the north, south and west 
has been talked of for some years no ac- 
tion will be taken in the near future. 
Racine is enjoying a rapid' an4 steady 
growth, residences being built each year 
in the territory joutside of that incorpor- 
ated in the limits of the municipality. 
Many of the occupants of these homos, 
although residents of the town of Mt, 
Pleasant, gain their livelihood in Racine 
factories and have many of the 'advan- 
tages of the people-living in the'city and

ation of five years,'^however, it is thought 
that1 the matter will receive serious con- 
sideration' and action by-the city au- 
thorities.

THE PRESENT DRAWBACKS. 


In conversation with a city official to- 


day he stated that there were numer- 
ous drawbacks to.the extension'.plan at 
present. As soon as new territory was 
added to the city he was of 'the'opinion,. 
that the residents of'the added-districts 
would immediately nlamor for improve- 
ments in the line of sewers and paved 
streets. They would not' consider for 
a minute that there' were' rium'erou» 
streets in the city which needed improve- 
ment and on which residents had made 
their homes for years paying high taxes 
and receiving"" no permanent improve- 
ments. In his' opinion the city should 
wait for a few years-until many of the 
city streets were paved. Then, he said, 
it would be time for the city to add 
more territory. 


DRAWING OF NEW LINES. 


This gentleman stated that plans had 


been mapped out in.an indefinite way for 
the enlargement of the city, but wheth- 
er they would me«t with approval he 
could not say. It has been proposed to 
extend the south line-as far as the Dur- 
and road which would take in Lakeside. 
On the west it was proposed to run the 
present line along the 
regular section 


north as fnr as the limits of the town ot 
Mt. Pleasant which is about a half mile 
north of the city. This would take in 
the Horlick Food company's plant and 
the large residence district northwest of 
the city ns well as a portion of Kinzie 
Heights which is still outside of the lim- 
its. The north line of the city would 
run along the town of Mt. Plensnnt line 
to tiie lake. This woultl take in all of 
(he numerous residences north of the 
city in the new additions which hivo 
bee:i opened up. 


CITY STILL COMPACT. 


Other large cities in- tlfc state have 


stretches of territory upon which a res- 
idence cannot lie seen. The,-limits ex- 
tend 1'fi'r but into.the country »uiCl it will 
be years before they will-be-built up. It 
is in this way that Superior -has secured 
so large a population. With the pro- 
posed territory added to the city of Ra- 
cine it would still be nearly ns compact 
ns it is today, all of thtt outlying dis- 
tricts being heavily'populated ami built 
up. 


While this plan has been proposed it is 


believed that some change will be m;ide 
for the reason that it does hot "take in 
West Racine which is grooving rapidly 
nnd will have a large population at the 
end of five Veal's.

COSTS LESS BY CONTRACT 


Warships Can be Built Cheaper 


by Contract-Than by the. 


Government. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12—The ability 


of government navy yards to turn out 
warships equal in all respects to thoss 
built under contract iu the opinion of 
Hear Admiral W. L. Capps, chief of the 
bureau of construction of the navy in 
his annual report has been fully demon- 
strated. He urges that at 
least one 


yard on the Pacific coast and one on the 
Atlantic coast, when practicable, should 
be given a reasonable proportion of new 
construction work in order "that such 
yards may always be available for any 
work the government may desire to un- 
dertake therein. 


CONTRACT WORK CHEAPEST. 


In this connection reference is made 


to the battleships Louisiana and Con- 
necticut, the latter constructed in the 
New York navy yard, Admiral Capps re- 
marking that at the time of ath delivery 
of the Connecticut'the actual condition 
of work on the vessel was practically 
identical with the Louisiana, so far as 
concerned all matters unconnected with 
armor and armament. Admiral Capps 
admits the oft-repeated charge that it 
costs less to build a warship by contract 
by reason of the shorter hours of labor, 
paid holidays,,-vacations, etc., granted to 
navy yard employes, but he believes nev- 
ertheless that the government should be 
always prepared to turn out its own 
ships in times of emergency. The lack 
of suitable docking facilities at Norfolk 
and Mare Island is commented upon as 
being especially embarrassing 
to 
the 


bureau, as no battleships cf any class 
can bo docked at either of those yards. 
He recommends the building of an addi- 
tional dry dock capable of docking the 
largest vessels, at both the Norfolk and 
Pensacola navy yards'.
